not the league of nations but the big 
five to which the peace treaty gives 
responsibility for effecting the terms 
of peace Senator Moses 
of 
New 


Hampshire told the senate 
today 


that by accepting the role o fa prin- 
cipal power as denned in the treaty 
the United States would embroil it- 
self for many years to come in'the 
troubles of Europe. 


The senator said that while the 


league covenant was bad enough oth- 
er provisions of the -treaty were 
worse. 


"We look in vain," said the sena- 


tor, "through its 267 pages, for "the 
elusive 14 points of peace. Open 
covenants long since took to hiding; 
the freedom 'of the seas.was treated 
with scant courtesy at Paris, the es- 
tablishment of-equality of trade con- 
ditions among nations .consenting to 
the peace -is nowhere to be found 
in thiy- instrument; the earlier doc- 
trine of no annexations and no in- 
demnities long since became a. tragic 
joke; and there remains-alone, so 
far as present negotiations ; have 
been reduced to written-form, the 
generarassbciation of-nations esteb- 
lishe'd by specific covenant. .

to hare in one's possession liquor 
in a private dwelling while the 
same Li occupied and used by the 
possessor as hia private dwelling 
and the liquor I» nsed for person- 
al consumption by the owner, his 
family or his guests. 


The possessor-'.of.8Dch -liquors 


•hoivever,. bears -"the burden ' of 
-pToof-.tbel;the'liquor--\VTIS acquir- 
ed .and is- possessed, lawfully. ',.' 


Intoxicating liquor is defined'aa 


a beverage containing more than 
one half per cent alcoJiol. 


Any house, boat, vehicle or ott- 


er place where liquor is manufac- 
tured or sold, is declared a nui- 
sance. 


No person shall manufacture, 


sell, barter, give away, transport, 
import, ciport, deliver, furnish 
or receive any intoxicating liq- 
uors. 


Liquor for non-beverage pur- 
poses, and wine for sacramental 
use may be sold, under specified 
regulations. 


Denatured alcohol, 
medicinal 


preparations, (Including patent 
medicines) unfit for beverage pur- 
poses, toilet articles, fl&voring ex- 
tracts and vinegar are exempted. 


Registered physicians are auth- 


orized to issue prescriptions muter 
strict regulations for the use of 
liquor in cases where it mar be 
considered necessary as a modi- 
cine. 


Liquor advertisements of all 


rinds are prohibited. 


Sale, manufacture or distribu- 


tion of compounds intended for 
use in the unlawful manufacture 
>f liquor is prohibited, together 
with sale or publication of reci- 
pes for home manufacture.

R. PRESIDENT, when you appeared before the Senate it 
was most gratifying-to note that you did not come as a 


conquering hero, but in a rather subdued spirit and with far 
greater show of-a desire to cooperate with the treaty-ratifying 
body than has been your wont. Your sudden readiness.to meet 
with the newspaper men in Washington after two years of ob- 
stinate refusal and your- offering of your services to the Senators 
were clear signs, we take it, that y<5u realized that the way is 
not so easy for you as to permit a resumption of your old policy 
of isolation within the White House, your playing a lone hand 
and your giving orders to Congress as to what .you wished done. 
We find, moreover, in the fact that your reading of your speech 
was not as effective as usual, ground for the encouraging belief 
that you realize at heart how you have failed to bring home the 
real charter of popular liberty which you promised the world, and 
for which it has longed with an ardor you have yourself beau- 
tifully portrayed. It was not a trumpet call to blow down the, 
walls of the Republican Jericho that you gave forth; there was 
nothing in it to make your auditors believe that you had brought 
back "the right" which on March 5 last you declared to be "the 
only permanent thing in the world." More than that, as fore- 
seen, you confined yourself to glittering generalities, passing 
over the bitter wrongs, and cruelties of the treaty and making 
no better plea for its failure to live up to the Fourteen Points 
than that it "nowhere cut to the heart of any principle"—how 
near to the heart it goes, and in how many cases, yon leave us 
in doubt. Again you ended on that high note of idealism that 
would be of such vast service to all the world if only you would 
live up to it in practice.

. Today it becomes necessary for afl who seek the truth 


about the situation to turn to you, the propounder of the doc- 
trine of "open covenants of peace openly arrived at," and to 
insist that you now take not only the Senate but the entire coun- 
try into your confidence. We are aware that you explained your 
complete abandonment in Paris of the policy of "open.covenants 
of peace/>penly arrived at" on the ground that you did not mean 
that all discussions should be in the open, but only that after 
the drawing up of the. treaty it should be fully published and 
subject to public discussion.

1. Will you or will you not give out the letters of Gen. Bliss,

her per • capita consumption of spirituous and 
fermented liquor was reduced 40 per cent. • 


The introduction of a pure water supply in 


the various states of our own country has been 
followed' by a strong 'temperance movement, and • 
finally by prohibition. The drink habit is one 
ol the many forms of individual protection re- 
sorted to by nature to save men from filth dis- 
eases -which cause death, or that which is worse 
than death, intellectual deterioration.

of sickness, for example, tuberculosis, and that 
the death rate would be lower because of earlier 
treatment. 
But the prevalence of and deaths

The new appeal is for a partnership between 


capital and labor in industry, and such partner- 
ship must .come. The bull-headed employer'and 
the unbalanced labor (less) agitator must be 
controlled. It has been said that corporations, 
do not have souls, only dividends. 'It.is.no 
wonder that laboring men form unions for self 
protection, but unfortunately many labor organ- 
izations when in power demand privileges •• of 
the same general character that they had united 
to overthrow.. Successful partnership demands 
mutual confidence tnd honest striving for the 
object in view. . The basic fabric of a partner- 
ship between capital and labor is a contented 
industrial community of a healthy, well housed,

intelligent man should have.

It is the part of wisdom for 
both capital and labor to train men to prevent 
accidents and disease and to furnish adequate, 
not cheap care for injured employes which will 
'restore them to economic -usefulness, rather 
than to pay out money in compensation and lose 
the output of the injured or sick man. • 


Our state"-and county institutions exercise 


custodial care of their inmates, giving little at- 
tention to the fact that many of them are cap- 
able of restoration to a degree of efficiency- 
which would make them self supporting instead 
of life-long charges, of the sjate.
